| The somewhat — surprising dis- 
|closure has been made, according to 
a news item which purports to quote 
; from a recent catalogue issued by the 
|Chautauqua Managers in the United 
| States, that the public seems to have 
jlost its taste for humor of the pro- 
| fessional variety, or, more specifical- 
jly, for humorists. It is stated by 
those who arrange and prepare these 
Chautauqua circuit attractions that 
they have not “had a call for 
humorist in five years.” And yet it 
jis probable that never in the history 
of newspaper making and magazine 


publishing has there been a greater 
effort than during this same _five- 
year period to manufacture and 


market the products of the profes- 
sional humorists’ art. Many of the 
newspapers and magazines with 
| large subscription and sales lists 
| regularly devote space to the “col- 
yums” written or assembled by high- 
salaried specialists, evidently upon 
the theory that the public demands 
and appreciates this service. It re- 
mains to be determined whether the 
| declared unpopularity of this 
“humor” among Chautauqua patrons 
is due to an aversion for what the 
professional humorists offer, or to 
the fact that plenty of such material 
/is available in published form. May- 
be the conclusion is that enough is as 
good as a feast. 
| But the suspicion is inescapable 
|that some newspaper and magazine 
|publishers have overestimated the 
| value to their readers of these so- 
called humorous departmental fea- 
tures. The American people have not 
pee the ability to smile. Upon oc- 
casion they even laugh. But they 
may sometimes be inclined to resent 
the too frequent direction of the 
| humorous writer to “smile here,” or 
|to “laugh now.” The formulas made 
pee of may sometimes seem thread- 
bere and hackneyed. 
{ One column conductor seeks to 
‘treat lightly the observation of the 
| Chautauqua representatives that 
| while the public wants humor the de- 
mand is that there shall “be some- 
thing more—a religious or education- 
al value.” That, naturally, — this 
particular critic claims he cannot 
quite comprehend. Perhaps _ this 
suggests the key to the whole matter. 
Because this specification has not 
been met, the humorist has failed to 
appeal to the masses as some of his 
predecessors, who were philosophers 
as well as humorists, found it not at 
all difficult to do. A long list might 
be compiled of the names of those 
American writers and speakers who 
were not ashamed to offer something 
jof a “religious or educational value’ 
‘along with their lighter comments. 
“Mr. Dooley,” without his philosophy, 
would never have attained the posi- 
tion to which his sponsor elevated 
him. Russell H. Conwell, while re- 
versing the process, has combined 
humor with religion and philosophy 
in a most aptable blending.
